OTTAWA.—Pilots and observers of 
the civil aviation branch of the min- 
istry of national defence will patrol 
nearly 100,000,000 acres of western 
lands in the prairie provinces this 
summer, and, in addition, carry out 
numerous aerial services in other 
parts of the Dominion. 

The fliers will patrol 44,500,000 
acres in Manitoba both for fire de- 
tection and suppression purposes. Re- 
cent mining developments have in- 
creased the fire hazard in 7,000,000 
acres more than would have been 
patrolled otherwise. In Saskatchewan 


the plane will patrol 21,250,000 acres !

Waco biplane, which had already be- 
haved perfectly on its first trial flight, 
Jack Armstrong, aged 17, Canada’s 
youngest air pilot, flew to his death 
at the Dufferin St. aerodrome. 

Just when on the point of descend 
ing, the machine in which he was 
flying, crashed nose-first to earth from 
a height of 1,500 feet. 

The crash was of such terrific im- 
pact that it was heard two and one- 
half miles away, The heavy motor 
was pushed backwards through the 
cockpit until it crushed the chest of 
Arinstrong. Floyd Banghart, aged 36, 
pilot, in the rear compartment, had his 
feet pushed through the floor of the 
fuselage and caught between the 
plane and the ground as the machine 
settled. He broke toth ankles and 
suffered other injuries, but is expected 
to recover. The nose of the machine 
was buried five feet deep in the soft 
pasture land in which it had landed.

A thorough summerfallow will us- 
ually be the most effective method of 
bringing the most persistent growing 
perennial weeds under control When 
{t is necessary to resgrt to the sum- 
merfallow as a weed control measure. 
it is advisable to adopt some system 
atic rotation of crops, with regular 
seeding down to grass and legumes 
at short intervals.

WARNING FOR SEED GROWERS 


H. E, Gray of the Lethbridge Entom. 
ological Laboratory staff, was in town 
on Friday, and gave the Standard a 
most interesting story for the alfalfa 
and sweet clover growers. Referring 
to the troubles of last season, he said: 

Last year many of the seed grow- 
ers of alfalfa and sweet clover suffer- 
ed material losses due to the work 
of the black “worms” which were pre 
valent on these plants during the lat- 
ter part of July and August. These 
were the larvae of the Bertha Cut- 
worm, and the growers of these crops 
should be on the watch for them this 
season. 

It is quite probable that the total 
damage from this pest will not be as 
great this year as it was last season 
when many fields were entirely des 
troyed, but in certain fields the dam 
age this year may be considerable. 

The moths which lay the eggs are | 
just appearing and the eggs will be | 
laid within the next two weehs and) 
the young larvae will appear in less 
than another week, During the first 
two weeks of their lives the larvae, 
which are different shades of green 
at this time, remain on the lower parts 
of the plant or on the soil during the 
day and crawl up to feed on the upper 
part of the plant at night, Due to this 
habit a field may be rather heavily 
infested with larvae and yet may es 
cape notice by the owner. As the lar 
vae become more mature they turn 
black and many of them remain at the 
top of the plant during the whole of 
the twenty-four hours. Frequently 
they are noticed at this time for the 
first time by the farmer who wonders | 
where they came from so suddenly. 
They have beenm present for at least 
three weeks feeding by night and hid- 
ing by day and a careful check up 
shows that they do considerable dam 
age during this period. 

In the period between July 15th and 
July 25th the farmer should carefully 
examine his alfalfa and sweet clover 
seed patches for small green larvae— 
by looking on the lower parts of the 
plants and on the ground around the 
base of the plants. If there is any 
doubt as to the identity of the “worms” 
found or if any further information is |

Use the 
dust as soon as possible after finding 
the larvae. If the cutworms are al- 


lowed to live for two or three weeks | 


after they appear they will do con 
siderable damag@ and will require 
more poison to kill at a later date 

The formula for the dust is as fol- 
lows: 1 pound of Calcium Arsenate or 
Paris Green; 8 pounds air slaked lime 
or fine road dust, 

The easiest way to put on the ma 
terial after it has been thoroughly 
mixed is by means of a horse and 
pole outfit. Fifteen to twenty pounds 
of the poisoned dust mixture is placed 
in each of two jute sacks and each is 
suspended from a piece of one inch or 
two inch lumber about six feet long 
The pole with a sack at each end is 
carried crosswise on the saddle with 
the bags suspended low enough to al 
most brush the plants. The jolting 
action of the horse walking through 
the field is enough to jar the dust out 
on to the plants. One application o! 
the dust is sufficient. It should be 
applied on a quiet day and when the 
plants are dry. 

Summary 

Examine the crops concerned dur 
ing July 15th to July 25th looking low 
on the plants and on the ground for 


small green larvae or “worms” If 
they are present in any numbers, ap 
ply the dust at once as killing the 


small larvae reduces the damage to a | 


minimum, and the plants are much 
easier to dust before the plants attain 
their full height. Check up on the 
fields now—poison if necessary, thus 
saving crop

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QUEBEC TORIES - 
CHOOSE NEW 
PROVINCIAL LEADER 


Arthur Sauve, the provincial 
chieftain of the Conservative party in 
the province of Quebec, has laid down 
the leadership at the political con- 
vention meeting in Quebec City. 

Last May the Concervatives started 
a federal organization in Quebec, with 
a committee of 15 to run it, This com. 
mittee met in Montreal last week on 
the very same day that their leader, 
Hon. R. B. Bennett desired to learn 
more of the recent meeting in Mon- 
treal of the partisans of Hon, E. L. 
Patenaude who have not been strong 
supporters of Mr, Bennett. It is even 
said that this small convention had in 
tiew the creation of an independent 
wing of the party with C. H. Cahan 
as leader.

To Call for Showdown

the world and brought them = such 
benefits.”

iven something for nothing, and he 


always had to pay for everything he 
got, even if it was only a paper of 
pins. Another Indian called Yesno 


made an excited speech. He wanted 
cattle and implements, seed grain and 
tools also, Yesno acquired his name 
from his knowledge of English which 
comprised a vocabulary of “Yes” and 
“No,” 

At Fort Albany when the 1905 
treaty was signed the Indians feasted 
and presented the commission with 
an address written in Cree syllabic 
which translated reads; 

“From our hearts we thank thee,

Next week a government commis- 
sion leaves by plane for the James 
Bay area to sign a treaty with the 
Crees and Ojibways whereby the lat- 
ter cede over a hundred thousand sq- 
miles of territory to the province of 
Ontario, each receiving in turn $4
